Ingersolism in the Pulpits 


When the word church is used in 
this article the term is applied in its 
purest and Scriptural meaning. The 
keen edge of this word has been dulled 
by misuse. Words, like knives, need to 
be sharpened frequently. 

The term church does not mean a 
pile of brick and mortar, a _ high 
steeple, stained glass windows, and 
comfortable pews. It does not mean 
an ecclesiastical system, any single de- 
nomination, or even all denominations 
combined. The New Testament Greek 
phrase behind the English word church 
is ekklesia—meaning “a calling out.” 
Literally, the word means “the called- 
out ones.” 

Therefore the church is composed of 
twiceborn mortals who have confessed 
Christ to be Lord, as Peter did in the 
sixteenth chapter of Matthew—“Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the living 
God.” It is against this group of peo- 
ple that “the gates of hell shall not 
prevail.” So, the church is made up of 
people, regenerate souls, rather than 
ecclesiastical systems. And the Devil 
goes into spasms of rage every time he 
thinks of these people! He hates them. 
He fears that they may some day be 
the cause of his Kingdom being de- 
stroyed. He knows that to injure them 
is to injure the Christ Whom they obey 
and serve. When he strikes a Chris- 
tian he is striking the Christ because 
the Lord is “touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities.” 

In the first century Satan manifest- 
ed himself as the Great Dragon, leav- 
ing in his path physical wreckage and 
carnage. But in this the twentieth 
century he has changed his strategy. 
He is now using a different line of at- 
tack. Today he appears as an Angel 
of Light in the form of an alleged 
higher intelligence. However, one only 
needs to scratch the veneer and look 
behind the scenes in order to discover 
the same old Accuser described in 
Revelation 12:10. 


An illustration will illustrate what I 
am saying. There once lived a man by 
the name of Robert G. Ingersoll who 
devoted his life to attacking the Chris- 
tian religion. He was bold, vicious, 
and vulgar. He was so blasphemous 
that good people actually shuddered at 
his utterances. He betrayed multitud- 
es. With one accord, the clergy rose 
up in arms against him. Preachers 
maintained different standards then 
than they do now. In those days In- 
gersoll’s teachings were called INFI- 
DELIT?, But today we call the same 
thing MODERNISM. 


Ingersoll denied the supernatural 
inspiration of the Scriptures, the fact 


of Creation, the deity of Christ, His 
Virgin Birth, Atonement, and Resur- 
rection. He ridiculed the very idea of 
Miracles. Painful though it is to con- 
fess it, the stubborn fact remains, that 
every Modernist preacher in America 
stands exactly where Ingersoll stood 
with reference to every fundamental of 
historic and evangelical Christianity. 
It is a subtle attack of the Devil that 
can garb Ingersolism with Christian 
terminology, put it within the sacred 
enclosures of the pulpits, into theologi- 


cal seminaries, denominational colleges, 


church literature, and on foreign mis- 
sion fields, to do its dastardly work. 
Whether burning Christians at the 
stake, or deceiving them as an Angel 
of Light, Satan ever seeks to accom- 
plish the same end, namely, the cruci- 
fixion of the Gospel message which 
alone is the hope of the world. 


A Few Examples 


The wife of a Congregational preach- 
er said a while back that she thought 
it was a pity that such a good man as 
Jesus Christ could not have the advan- 
tages of a college education. 


In an eastern theological seminary a 
professor spoke sneeringly about the 
Atonement. A young man in the class 
arose to his feet and asked what the 
Modernist proposed to do with the plain 
statement that, “The blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin”. ‘To which the teacher replied, 
“Sit down. Haven’t you heard that the 
blood of Christ dried up nineteen hun- 
dred years ago.” 


A very Godly woman recently attend- 
ed a large church service in an Ohio 
city. During the Sunday morning 
worship the pastor joined with the 
audience in quoting the Apostle’s 
Creed. On the following Tuesday she 
was in the minister’s study and told 
him that she had been greatly blessed 
and encouraged by finding that the 


‘pastor of such a large church was true 


to the “old faith”. Thereupon, the 
gentleman leaned back in his chair, 
smiled, and asked: “Just what do you 
mean the old faith?” She referred 
him to his use of the Apostle’s Creed 
at the previous Sunday service. To 
her amazement he replied: “I hope you 
don’t think I believe the Apostle’s 
Creed. My officials demand that I use 
it on Sunday mornings, but I have long 
since repudiated it in my own think- 
ing.” 

In conversation one day with a Mod- 
ernist preacher in Missouri I asked 
him if he really believed that such a 
man as Jesus Christ ever lived. He 
replied that he did, but that it was not 
the same Jesus that evangelical Chris- 
tians believed in. He said: “Jesus 
Christ is buried so deeply beneath 
mythologies about Him that the world 
will never see the real Man of Galilee.” 
I asked him to explain what some of 
those mythologies were and this was 
his reply: “That absurd story of the 
Virgin Birth is one mythology; you 
can’t expect anybody who knows any- 
thing about eugenics to believe that it

is possible for a woman to give birth 
to a child and that child not have a 
physical father. Another mythology is 
the ridiculous story of Christ resur- 
rected from the dead; dead men don’t 
get up from their graves; the resur- 
rection falsehood was given to the 
world by a little group of hysterical 
women.” 

Another Modernist preacher says 
that Jesus could not possibly have 
walked on the waves because He “must 
have weighed at least a 150 pounds.” 

I once attended on Monday morning 
a ministerial meeting in an eastern city 
and heard the pastor of one of the 
largest churches in the locality say 
these words during the course of an 
address: “I have had to give up a great 
deal of theology that I learned in the 
seminary because I have no use for it 
any more.... I am not certain that 
Christ was infallible nor am I sure that 
He was morally perfect. I would not 
be surprised if the two Mary’s and 
Martha may not have been His secret 
lovers.” Unfortunately, I was the next 
speaker on the program that morning! 

Bishop Francis G. McConnell says in 
his book The Christ-like God: “Is not 
the tendency to deify Jesus more heath- 
en than Christian? Are we not more 
truly Christian when we cut loose from 
a heathen propensity and take Jesus 
simply for the character He was and 
for the ideal that He is?” 

I once heard the pastor of a large 
church in Columbus, Ohio say in a 
Sunday morning sermon that he was 
not looking for Christ to come “jump- 
ing down through the clouds wearing a 
night shirt.” 

A Methodist Bishop told a group of 
preachers in Wilkes Barre, Pennsylvan- 
ia that if he caught any of them 
preaching that “pessimistic doctrine of 
the-second coming of Christ” that he 
would send them “back to the sticks” 
at the next Conference. 

The Modernist Christ is an entirely 
different personage from the Christ of 
the Scriptures. The Modernists preacn 
a man whose likeness is not portrayed 
in the Bible. Their Christ is devoid of 
deity. His coming was not foretold in 
Bible prophecy. He came as the nat- 
ural product of evolution. 

The Modernist Christ was not super- 
naturally born. He was the son of a 
woman of questionable character. He 
was unlearned, but knew many tricks 
with which to stir the emotions of the 
masses. He made many mistakes. He 
held many of the mistaken views of 
his time. He finally paid for his blun- 
ders with his own life. He died a mar- 
tyr to his mistaken idealism and no 
great importance is to be attached to 
the fact of his death. He performed 
no miracles. His body was placed in 
a grave and it never came out. He did 
not ascend into Heaven. He has no 
power to transform human nature. And 
to think of Him coming again is ridicu- 
lous. 

This is the Christ of Modernism. Our 
indictment against the Modernist lead- 


ers who have betrayed the church is 
that they are robbing countless multi- 
tudes of saving faith in the true Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. 


The Christ of the Bible. 

But now let us look at the Christ of 
the old Faith. It has been estimated 
that Jesus fulfilled approximately three 
hundred Old Testament prophecies in 
the days of His flesh. Had He ful- 
filled but one prophecy that would be 
sufficient argument for His deity. 


His Virgin Birth was predicted in ad-, 
vance in Isaiah 7:14. And hundreds of 
years later we are assured by Luke, 
who was a physician prior to the time 
that he became a disciple, that Jesus 
was thus born. Indeed, the early part 
of St. Luke’s Gospel actually reads like 
a doctor’s certificate. He would have 
been the last man of his day to be de- 
ceived by false claims regarding the 
immaculate conception. 


Micah, the prophet of old, named the 
very town in which the Redeemer 
would be born as Bethlehem—Micah 
5:2. Hundreds of years later, that 
prophecy was fulfilled. 


Then Herod issued a decree that all 
the male children should be put to 
death in his attempt to kill the One 
Whom the Jews thought was going to 
drive Caesar from the Roman throne. 
That decree was prophecied by the 
Weeping Prophet in Jeremiah 31:15. 

In order to save the Child’s life, 
Joseph and Mary took Him to Egypt. 
This journey was predicted in Hosea 
4131, 

Isaiah 53:3 announced that Jesus 
would be a “Man of Sorrows.” Con- 
firming this prophetic utterance it is 
significant to notice that there is no 
New Testament record that Jesus ever 
laughed. He was a Man of Sorrows. 

The triumphal entry of Jesus into 
Jerusalem was prophecied in Zechariah 
om. 

Zechariah 13:7 said that He would be 
forsaken by His disciples and friends in - 
the hour of His great suffering. He 
was thus forsaken at the time of Cal- 
vary’s tragedy. 

That He would stand silent before 
His accusers, as He did in Pilate’s 


judgment hall, was announced in Isaiah 
53:7. 

The exact sum of money that His be- 
trayer would receive for his ignoble 
deed was prophecied in Zechariah 11:12 
as being thirty pieces of silver, the 
amount that Judas did receive hundreds 
of years later. 

Then the conscience-stricken Judas 
returned to the Jews and gave them 
back their coins. The priest contem- 
plated that it was “blood-money” and 
for that reason could not be deposited 
in the treasury. The money was there- 
fore used to purchase a place in the 
potter’s field. That the money should 
be used for this purpose was anticipat- 
ed in Zechariah 11:13. 

When our Lord’s back was beaten 
before He went to the cross, Isaiah 50:6 
was fulfilled. 

That He would die on a cross was 
proclaimed by David in Psalms 22:16. 

That not a bone in His body would be 
broken when He hung on the cross was 
prophecied in Psalms 34:20. 

In Isaiah 53:12 it was predicted that 
He would die in the presence of crim- 
inals. 

His Vicarious Atonement was re- 
corded in Isaiah 58:4-5. 

His Resurrection was announced in 
Psalms 16:10 in these words: “Neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see 
corruption.” And the body of Jesus 
Christ did not see corruption. 

In the book of Matthew He is the re- 
jected King of the Jews. In the book of 
John He is the Eternal Son. In the 
Acts of the Apostles He is the Ascend- 
ed Lord. In Romans He is the Substi- 
tute for sin. In Corinthians He is the 
First Fruits of the dead. In Hebrews 
He is our High Priest. And in the 
Revelation He is the coming King of 
kings. 

Try to compare the Modernist Christ 
with the Christ of the Bible—if you 
can compare a flickering candle with 
the blazing noon-day Sun. There is no 
comparison! 

“Choose you this day whom ye will 
serve.”

KAPOOT 





“TZ APOOT” is the name of a new 

book by Mr. Carveth Wells, a 
world traveler who recently returned 
from Russia. The word kapoot means 
to break up, burst, “on the blink”, ete. 
It is used by the Author to describe 
conditions as he observed them in Rus- 
sia. He and Mrs. Wells traveled across 
the Empire from Leningrad to Moscow, 
through Ukraine, over the Caucasus 
Mountains, to ‘“Noah’s home-town” 
Echmiazin directly opposite Mount 
Ararat. 

While this book is not written from 
the religious viewpoint, yet Mr. Wells 
shows a high regard for the Bible as 
evidenced by the fact that he actually 
crossed Russia for the purpose of scal- 


ing Mount Ararat where he believes 
Noah’s Ark to be lodged. But to his 
disappointment, after enduring the 
har — and torture of many days 
travel through Russia, and reaching the 
place where he could see the famous 
Mount just across the border in 
Turkey, Moscow sent instructions to 
the Red soldiers that he was not to be 
permitted to cross over under any cir- 
cumstances. His party was therefore 
compelled to go back to Moscow the 
way they came, ever under the eye of 
the secret police—the OGPU. - 


Had the Reds known how Mr. Wells 
was going to expose the inner workings 
of their brutal system, it is to be ques- 
tioned if he would have ever left the 
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Empire alive. After unmasking Com- 
munism in all its unspeakable 
criminality, he makes this significant 
statement: “If America decides to give 
the ‘forgotten man’ a new deal by 
turning to Communism, then I suppose 
I shall end my days in jail or before a 
firing squad, but until America does 
become one of the United States of 
Socialist Soviet Republics, I shall con- 
tinue to tell exactly what I saw in 
Russia Today, and in my humble way 
debunk Communism, and a country 
whose avowed object is the overthrow 
of the existing form of government in 
the United States.” 

Few tourists entering Russia are 
permitted to really see the Country. 
They are shown about by “guides” who 
are in reality secret police, members of 
the Red spy system. Every visitor is 
“framed” from the time he enters the 
Country until he leaves. Mr. Wells 
tears the mask off of the clever system 
and shows how futile it is for the 
average tourist to try to get beyond 
Leningrad and Moscow. It was only 
after using all the cunningness that he 
could command, pulling every wire that 
he could pull, and engaging the co- 
operation of the British Ambassador, 
that he was allowed to get beyond the 
“beaten paths” and board a train into 
the interior. And after completing the 
trip, he made it clear that he would 
rather go to hell than ever pass through 
its horrors again. 

But after gaining permission to take 
the train out of Moscow, it was with 
the definite understanding that he 
would be accompanied by “guides” (for 
which he had to pay) every step of the 
way. His party traveled by train, 
automobile, horseback and on foot. He 
saw thousands of miles of Russia. 


He deplores the fact that parts of his 
book are obscene, but he says’ the 


Moscow “ex-convicts” have made the . 


Country obscene. And he proposes to 
expose “Russia in the raw” and tell 
“exactly what I saw”. Bear in mind 
that before he went, he was favorable 
to the Soviet “experiment”. If anything, 
he was prejudiced in its favor. 


He tells of the attack which is being 
made against God. He describes the 
large, anti-God cartoons that are plas- 
tered up in the cities (of which the 
one on .page 21 of this Defender is a 
fair sample). One showed “a life-size 
cartoon of Jesus. He was dressed in 
a frock coat, top hot, striped trousers, 
shiny shoes, yellow walking stick with 
a pair of yellow gloves and an Ameri- 
can flag in his right hand. He had 
just received a violent kick from be- 
ind. Emerging from Jesus’ mouth 
were these words: ‘I have been exposed. 
I promised the people Paradise after 
death, but Lenin has promised them 
Paradise on earth!’ ” 


And, speaking of pictures, listen to 
this: “In several places I saw large 
cartoons of President Hoover entitled 
in English ‘The Fathead in the White 
House’ and just as many pictures (not 
cartoons) of President Roosevelt (who 
was then running for election) entitled 
‘The Next Communist President of the 
United States.’ During the month that 
I was in Russia, it was quite evident 
wherever I went that President Hoover 
was thoroughly hated, and that Russia 
had pinned her hopes for recognition 
on President Roosevelt... .” 

_ The Intourist “guides” showed Len- 
ingrad to the 200 tourists that came 


on the ship with him, and Moscow came 
next. “The trains that run between 
Leningrad and Moscow are called 
‘Propaganda Trains’ because they are 
the cleanest, fastest, and most comfort- 
able trains in Russia. The roadbed is 
well maintained by Russia’s emancipat- 
ed women.” Among: other things in 
Moscow, he heard a Jewess from the 
East Side of New York deliver a dirty 
lecture, in a public place, on “Birth 
Control”. She explained how marriage, 
as we know it in America had been 
abolished, and “free-love” and “abor- 
tion” were the legalized and normal 
practices of Sovietland. It was plain 
to Mr. Wells that the Dictatorship has 
shattered all of Russia’s standards of 
morality. With God, went morals! 
Lenin is the god of Communism. His 
body is preserved life-like in a huge 
Mausoleum in Moscow’s. Red Square. 
A never ceasing stream of people walk 
through the narrow passage to view 
the corpse in a glass case which is 
lighted with a delicate red glow. 
Every city he visited had “bread 
lines, butter lines, meat lines, fruit 
lines.” There are no full stomachs in 
Russia except the leaders in Moscow. 
The people have been kept, these six~- 
teen years, in a state of starvation. 
When night fell in Moscow, the poor, 
hungry crowds crawled out of hiding 
like cockroaches. “They were not just 
beggars—they were starving beggars. 
One look into their faces told the story 
of starvation. Women with tiny stunt- 
ed babies in their arms. .. There is 
only one employer of labor in Russia, 
and that is the Government. Here in 
America, if a man doesn’t want to work 
for Henry Ford he can throw up his 
job without giving any reason and go 
to work for General Motors, but woe 
betide the Russian worker who quits 
his job without some good reason that 
is accepted by the Soviet Government: 
he is immediately deprived of his meal 
ticket, and that means that he is ulti- 
mately liquidated by being starved to 
death. Disagreement with one’s em- 
ployer is only one of many reasons for 
losing a meal ticket in Russia.” 
Immorality has produced millions of 


-illegitimate children who go about half- 


clothed and naked like “swarms of loc- 
usts’”. They eat the bark from trees, 
grass, weeds, anything they can find. 
They are thieves, diseased, and become 
juvenile criminals. In times of storm, 
or attack by Red soldiers, they die like 
rats. Page 115: “From the train win- 
dows children could be seen eating 
grass. ... Professor Salet stated that 
during the last year at least ten million 
people had died of starvation in those 
regions (the Ukraine district).” 

The Ukraine was the most thrifty 
and prosperous territory of Russia in 
the days of the Czar. The rich farms 
were owned by the Kulaks. The Sov- 
iet plan has now reduced the whole 
area to ruins. The farms have become 
weeds. Everything is kapoot. Why? 
Simply because the Kulaks was the one 
group that had enough moral strength 
and resistance to revolt against the 
Moscow dictators if given a chance to 
organize. Therefore, at any cost, this 
the best section of old Russia, had to 
be leveled to the ground. 

Mr. Wells says: “Compel them to 
spend at least a month in Russia with- 
out the benefit of Intourist guidance, 
and I’ll warrant ninety-nine per cent of 
our drawing-room Bolsheviks, especial- 
ly Senators, university professors and 


well-fed columnists will come scuttling 
back to the United States so fast you'll 
not be able to see them for dust.” 


Space will not permit a review of 
Mr. Well’s experiences with the pious 
monks in the monastery at the foot of 
Ararat. So far the Reds have not de- 
stroyed this place of worship, thou- 
sands of miles from Moscow, in the old 
Armenian town which all the inhab- 
itants believe that Noah founded. Suf- 
fice to say, that Mr. Wells saw, and 
has photographed in his book, a piece 
of wood which the monks say came 
from Noah’s Ark as the result of a 
climb made long ago by a monk to the 
the top of Ararat. 


Kapoot should be a warning to citi- 
zens of the United States, who value 
our traditional freedom, to revolt 
against everything that bears the least 
indication of Communistic taint. Elec- 
tions are coming this fall. An oppor- 
tunity will thereby be given for voters 
to drive out of ‘the halls of Congress 
every man who has been guilty of com- 
promising with the socialist members 
of the “Brain Trust”.

“Many bodies of the saints which 
slept arose, and came out of their 
graves after His resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared unto 
many” (Matthew 27:53). 

An Israelitish family is seated in its 
quiet little home in Palestine. Strange 
things have been happening in Jerusa- 
lem during the last twenty-four hours. 
Suddenly there is a violent earthquake 
and a reeling, as though the planet is 
in a swoon. Then a few minutes lat- 
er— 

Tap! Tap! Tap! 

“Some one is at the door. Hurry, 
Rachael and bid-them enter,” said her 
father. 

No sooner had the little girl flung 
the door open, then a salutation was 
heard from the outside: “Peace to thee, 
my son.” 

Rising to his feet, Rachael’s father 
ran to the entrance shouting: “Father! 
Father!” But he reasons: “It can not 
be! Did I not bury my father five 
years ago and roll the stone against 
his tomb with my own hands? But 
who—” 

Little Rachael was also astonished 
at the presence of her grandfather who 
she could scarcely remember because 
of having been so young at the time 
of his departure from this life. 

“You are right my son, I am your 
father. Your fears are also correct 
for I was dead, but I am alive again 
and this day our Great Jehovah has 
bid me come to you and testify of His 
victory over death”. 

Half an hour later the excitement 
had somewhat subsided and the son 
exclaimed: 

“Father, I have so many questions! 
Where have you been these five years? 
Is sheol a real place? Were you hap- 
py? How did you get out?” 


“IT will gladly answer your ques- 
tions,” replied the newcomer as the 
group, seated themselves about him. 

“TI well remember my last day on 
earth,” he continued. “I lay on a bed in 
that corner of this very room. I was 
so weak and weary I could not lift my 
head. I opened my eyes — you dear 
ones were about my bed, weeping. J 
closed my eyes and later, opening 
them, found that I was in another 
world. Angels were about me. 

“The angel that had cared for me all 
my life, immediately conducted me to 
sheol, the abode of the departed. Yes 
my son, sheol is a real place. It is in 
the heart of this earth. (Matthew 12: 
40) There are gates to this place 
(Matthew 16:18) and keys to those 
gates (Revelation 1:18). 


“Sheol is divided into two vast 
realms. The unrighteous of all ages 
are confined in the torment side, while 
the righteous are comforted in the 


other. We could not pass from one re- 
gion to the other because there is an 
impassable gulf between. However, 
those in torment often called to us for 
an act of mercy to relieve their suffer- 
ing, or to somehow reach their ungod- 
ly loved ones on earth with a message 
of warning. (Luke 16:23-29). 

“Both of these realms were in the 
power of Satan (Hebrews 2:14). That 
is, he held the keys and, although we 
were in comfort, yet we were no less 
prisoners awaiting the time when sin 
would be atoned for and our Deliverer 
would come and set us free.

A stone was rolled to the door of 
Christ’s tomb. Rome placed upon it 
her seal and dared the world to break 
it.

Rumors blamed the disciples, 
yet none were molested with such a 
charge. The silence of Rome bore evi- 
dence that she grappled, that day, with 
powers beyond her control, 


Testimony of Psychology 

It is contrary to the laws of the hu- 
man mind to abruptly turn about and 
instantly loveswhat it once hated, with- 
out a sufficient cause.

Testimony of Reason 

The tomb was sealed with a Roman 

seal and held by a Roman guard. Yet 
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three days later the tomb was empty. 
What became of the body? There are 
but two possibilities; either men or 
God removed that body. 

If you say “men”; there are two pos- 
sibilities. ‘They were either friend or 
foe. If you say “friend”, we ask, 
“Could they?” Could a few defense- 
less disciples overpower the Roman 

ard? If you say “foe”, we ask, 
“Would they?” Were they not doing 
all in their power to keep that body in 
the tomb? Friends could not, and 
foes would not. There is but one an- 
swer—God removed that body! 


Testimony of Medical Science 
A soldier thrust a spear into His 
side and, “forthwith came there out 
blood and water” (John 19:34). A few 
days later Thomas saw Him alive and 
well, yet with a gapping wound in His 
side large enough to have received his 
hand. Medical science can not explain 
such a fact apart from a resurrected 
body. er 
Testimony of Human Nature 
The first law of human nature is self 
preservation. Yet thousands of early 
Christians, with first hand information, 
held to this doctrine in face of the loss 
of all that life holds dear — houses, 
lands, loved ones and even life itself. 


Testimony of Common Experience 

Almost every home has its vacant 
chair. Death has made its fearful 
visit and hearts are left bleeding. The 
weary hours drag wearily by; days 
and weeks give place to months and 
the wound is scarcely healed. But here 
were those who “mourned and wept” 
yet three days later their sorrow was 
turned to joy. Only one answer — the 
object of their grief was alive. 


Testimony of the Five Senses 
People often report having seen a 
ghost. Sight may confuse, but hardly 
would the five senses combine to de- 
ceive, { 
SIGHT — When the body was laid 


away, they could see its shape within | 


the linen clothes. Later Peter and 
John saw those clothes, but the body 
had slipped out THROUGH the linen 
and had left it undisturbed. Immediate- 
ly they believed that He had risen 
(John 20:6). 

TOUCH — Christ appeared to the 
disciples and to add the testimony of 
touch to that of sight, He said: “Han- 
dle me and see; for a spirit hath not 
flesh and bones as ye see me have” 
(Luke 24:39). 

HEARING — Mary sat weeping at 
the tomb. Hearing footsteps she 
glanced up, and through her blinding 
tears thought she saw the gardner: 

“Mary!” 

“Rabboni!” 

It was the old familiar ring in that 
voice that brought her to the realiza- 
tion that she was in the presence of 
her risen Lord (John 20:16). 

TASTE AND SMELL — The dis- 
ciples had labored hard all night. 
Hungry and weary they rowed to the 
shore. A tempting odor filled the air 
and a delicious meal lay on the coals 
awaiting their coming. Could anyone 
convince those hungry men that their 
host was a delusion? Or did not their 
five senses unite in the cry: “It is the 
Lord”? (John 21:9). 


Testimony of Five Hundred 
For some twenty-five years, half a 
thousand people mingled among their 
fellowmen bearing testimony as having 
been eye witnesses of the resurrected 
Christ as He ascended. (I Corinthians 
15:6) 
Testimony of Three Thousand 
Some would have us believe that 
people were deceived and merely 
thought they saw the Lord and had 
they investigated the facts more thor- 
oughly, they would have seen their 
error. But let us see: 


The Extraordinary Event 

Some years ago I was preaching in 
a small town in Indiana. One day two 
interurban cars came together and kill- 
ed some people. At once the crowds 
began to assemble. Others hurried to 
the scene and in a short time that little 
village was a teeming mass of humani- 
ty. Why? Because an extraordinary 
event had taken place. That is what 
people do when there is an extraordi- 
nary event. They run together. Again 
and again every square inch is search- 
ed; souvenirs are gathered; a thousand 
times every detail is discussed. 

What do we have here? A man Who 
had preached righteousness for over 
three years, now hung on a cross; the 
hand that healed the leper was pierced 
with a spike; the feet that walked the 
waves were nailed to the cross; the 
head where the dove sat was crowned 
with thorns. All nature beheld with 
horror. The sun above, hid its face; 
the earth beneath, quaked and trem- 
bled, while men smote their breasts in 
fear. What was it? Certainly an ex- 
traordinary event. 

Let us imagine ourselves in that 
community at that time. After the 
crucifixion we return to our home. Our 
hearts are heavy. We are convinced a 
terrible mistake has been made. We 
feel sure that God will yet act. Anx- 
iously we watch the disciples. Any ru- 
mors concerning them will bring the 
whole community together. 


The whole country is in a terrible 
state of tension. Early the third 
morning we rise and eat our break- 
fast. We have visited the tomb; 
we have seen the guard and Roman 
seal. Suddenly the dishes begin to 
rattle and the table to shake with an 
earthquake. In wild panic we rush in- 
to the street. Neighbors, all up and 
down the street are out, mutely gazing 
at one another. Perplexed we reenter 
our home. Instinctively we feel that 
the solution to our problem somehow 
lays about that tomb. 


An hour later our neighbor, in great 
excitement, rushes in and shouts: “The 
stone is removed! The.tomb is empty! 
He is risen!” 


What would happen when that word 
would fly about the community? Every 
camel; every donkey; every means of 
travel would be pressed into service as 
every last man and woman would hur- 
ry to the tomb. A thousand times 
every square inch would be examined; 
souvenirs would be chipped from the 
sepulchre; every detail would be dis- 
cussed again and again. 


Weeks passed. There were rumors 
that He had been seen. The whole 
community was still in a state of great

excitement. Every movement of the 


disciples was carefully noted. 


Suddenly the word was noised about 
that something had happened among 
the disciples. Every heart was alert 
and people by the thousands ran to- 
gether. Peter stood up at Pentecost 
and said: 

“Ye men of Israel, hear these words; 
Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of 
God among you by miracles and won- 
ders and signs. Him, being delivered 
by the determinate counsel and fore- 
knowledge of God, ye have taken, and 
by wicked hands have crucified and 
slain; Whom God hath raised up, hav- 
ing loosed the pains of death; because 
it was not possible that He should be 
holden of it. Therefore let all the 
house of Israel know assuredly, that 


God hath made that same Jesus, whom 
ye crucified, both Lord and Christ.” 

What an effect those words had up- 
on that vast audience, 

“Peter! We know God opened that 
tomb! We know He arose! We examin- 
ed every inch of the sepulchre! We 
discussed every rumor! Many of our 
loved ones came out of their tombs 
with unmistakable testimony! Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?” 

Immediately three thousand people, 
with every motive and every evidence 
at hand, gladly received Peter’s words 
and added their testimony to the fact 
that He had risen. Truly there is not 
a fact in history that is better estab- 
lished than the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the dead, and we can well 
thank God that He has given us so 
— Infallible Proofs” of this great 
event. 





The Earmarks

ésQACRIFICE and offering thou didst 

not desire: MINE EARS HAST 
THOU DIGGED: Burnt offering and 
sin offering hast thou not required.” 
Psalm 40:6. 

Mr. James H. McConkey, the great 
Bible teacher, has illuminated the 
above passage in one of his books in 
such a way that when I allowed it to 
open my mind and heart to an under- 
standing of what its teaching couid 
lead to, it changed my whole life, and 
attitude toward my Master. The “Le- 
galism” in the average conception of 
Christianity always bothered me. I 
used to argue with my mother about 
what harm there was in some particu- 
lar thing I wanted to do; I invariably 
wanted to go as far as I could, yes in 
sin I must now admit, and still keep 
within the bounds of the discipline or 
manual as far as the “thou shalt nots” 
were concerned. 

How often we hear the remark to- 
day: “I don’t see any harm in this or 
that,” or “I’m as good as any average 
church member,” or “I was baptized 
and made a member of the church at 
such and such a time; I keep my pledge 
and attend as often as I can.” Oh, I 
suppose one could make a long list of 
the things people do about religion, and 
when the “dos and don’ts” are ail 
summed up they can generally be clas- 
sified with the sacrifices and offerings 
the Psalmist is talking about that the 
Lord does not desire or require. 

The church age in which we live is 
the age of Grace. Perhaps the present 
compromising on “legalisms” by some 
professing Christians is to let sin reign 
that Grace might abound, but praise 
God if we look carefully at the above 
text we find a very practical Grace 
that meets every neéd of the hour in 
which we live. 

“Mine Ears Hast Thou Digged.” 
The Psalmist in a peculiar language, 
sounds a prophetic note that sweeps 
the whole sphere of Grace. In Deute- 
ronomy 15, we find that if a slave 
served six years, he was entitled to 
freedom in the seventh year. But if he 
loved his master and chose to remain 
with him, his master was instructed to 


take an awl and thrust it through his 
ear; and thus was he marked as a vol- 
untary bond slave forever. He then 
had the earmarks of his master. 

I know a colored preacher whose 
father was a slave and who knew per- 
sonally of an experience similar to the 
one Mr. McConkey described and the 
lesson is the same. A man from anoth- 
er country was in the Southland, and 
his heart was touched as he watched a 
slave being auctioned off. He real- 
ized that the poor unfortunate had a 
soul and loved his family, so he stepped 
near the block and began bidding. The 
bids ran very high but at the last he 
gave the highest bid and the slave be- 
came his property . The slave trem- 
blingly approached the new master, not 
knowing what kind of treatment to 
expect. The new master looked at 
him and gently said: “I bought you to 
set you free.” He demanded nothing 
of the slave. It would be quite natur- 
al to suppose that the slave hilariously 
grabbed his wife and went off shout- 
ing about his freedom and of course 
many would question his knowledge of 
what to do with such freedom. But in- 
stead, the slave remained with the buy- 
er. Recognizing the love and compas- 
sion of the bidder’s heart, the old negro 
bowed and said: “Oh Master, I’ll be 
your slave forever.” 

In Romans 7:14, I sense another 
auction! A slave cries out: “I am car- 
nal, sold under sin!’ God the Son saw 
that transaction and it touched His 
heart, He took upon himself the nec- 
essary equipment, the form of a man, 
to enter into the transaction. The bids 
went high, higher, still higher, took all 
He had, took His life. 


The slave approaches in fear and 
trembling. What does he hear his new 
Master say? “If the Son shall make 
you free, ye shall be free indeed!” “It 
is finished,” “Sin shall not have do- 
minion over you!” Again it would be 
quite natural to suppose that the slave 
would grab his wife and worldly pos- 
sessions and run around shouting about 
his freedom, his ticket to heaven, and 
alas, so often that is the case. Oh yes 
they go to church occasionally, “give 


tithes (?7) of all they possess, fast 
twice a week” and so on, but the 
Psalmist, again, 51:16:17, “For thou 
desirest not sacrifice; else would I give 
it: thou delightest not in burnt offer- 
ing. The sacrifices of God are a brok- 
en spirit: a broken and a contrite 
heart.” Ah we cannot but bow and let 
Him put those precious ear marks in 
our ears. Romans 1:1 reads literally: 
“Paul a (voluntary) bondslave of Jesus 
Christ.” What a privilege to be able 
to say: “Oh Master, I’ll be your slave 
forever!’ “When I survey the wond- 
rous cross, on which the Prince of Glo- 
ry died: My richest gain I count but 
loss and pour contempt on all my pride. 
Love so amazing, so divine demands 
my soul, my life, my ALL.” 

In the very beginning, God gave man 
the right to exercise his own free will, 
but the Devil usurped that freedom in 
man, and man became the slave of a 
most overbearing taskmaster. Jesus 
Christ in His matchless Grace brought 
restoration of freedom! Consistently, 
Grace in such a case can make no de- 
mands. The very delicacy of the love 
that inspired the intercession, forbids 
it. One might as well try to imagine 
for instance, a wife demanding a bou- 
quet from her husband. Suppose that 
on some anniversary day, she, cherish- 
ing the memory of a happy wedding 
hour, prepares an especially attractive 
meal, decorates the table, puts on her 
best housedress, and the husband, busy 
at the office has forgotten all about 
it being their anniversary day. He 
comes home, picks up the evening pa- 
per and doesn’t even notice anything 
unusual. Can you imagine that lov- 
ing wife saying: “Listen here friend 
husband, according to the laws of the 
state and our marriage ritual you are 
supposed to fulfill certain obligations 
to me. Now it seems from the mean- 
ing implied in the ritual, that I could 
at least expect a bouquet from you on 
our anniversary day.” No, if she loved 
him she couldn’t say anything like 
that. I somehow picture her after hav- 
ing met him at the door, going back 
into the kitchen with a disappointed 
crushed feeling down deep in her heart, 
not saying a word. 


Jesus was like that! He chose a few 


- intimate followers and in that dark 


hour at His trial when He had a right 
to expect the most from them, one of 
them denied knowing Him and even 
cursed Him. All He did was to look 
at him. Can you think of Him looking 
at you like that? One time He healed 
ten lepers. Only one thanked Him. 
Did He demand that the other nine be 
brought back to show Him proper re- 
spect? No! But can’t you sense the 
emotion of His heart as he asked: 
“Where are the nine?” 


He does not make demands in the 
sense in which we are considering this 
subject, but His witnesses have a 
right to. The song writer can exclaim: 
“Love so amazing DEMANDS my soul, 
my life, my All.” Paul can declare: 
“Ye are not your own, ye are bought 
with a price; therefore glorify God in 
your body and in your spirit, which are 
God’s.” He can, “Beseech you... to 
Soho your bodies a living sacrifice, 

oly acceptable unto God” as the rea- 
sonable thing to do. Truly it is hard to 
imagine how anyone could do other- 
wise, 
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“Know ye not, that to whom = yield 
yourselves servants to obey, his ser- 
vants ye are to whom ye obey; whether 
of sin unto death, or obedience unto 
righteousness?” Just so can evangel- 
ists and ministers cry out against sin! 
Wouldn’t it be quite in order for a 
brother of the forgetful husband to 
talk to the husband something like 
this, knowing about the anniversary 
and seeing him with no token: “Man 
are you forgetting what day this is, 
are you losing the delicate sense of 
thoughtful love for that woman who 
has gone down into the valley of the 
shadow of death for you to bring you 
those lovely children, who has walked 
with you through sorrow and gladness 


and been yowr helpmate along the 
way?” Ah! the slightest hint would 
be enough and he would rush to the 
nearest flower shop. 

Jesus is mot crying out: don’t 
dance, don’t play cards, don’t do this 
and don’t do that, but catch the vision 
of that tender compassionate look, and 
sense in His heart, “I bought you to 
set you free.” Take his marks quickly 
in your ears. Can you be impatient 
with His witnesses for proclaiming to 
you the admonition: “Love not the 
world’. Back of it is that earnest hope 
that you will return to the New Master 
the Risen Christ and let him “dig your 
ears” that you may truly wear the “ear 
marks of a Christian.” 





Daniel Up-To-Date

Questions Answered by Prophecy 


“\X{7HY HAD Germany to withdraw 

from the League?” “Will there 
be another World War?” “When will 
disarmament conferences cease_ to 
prove a failure?” “How may we.best 
settle industrial unrest?” 

These are the kind of questions that 
agitate the minds of statesmen, editors, 
and others. To these the student of 
a gear may supply the answers, as 
well as to other questions that possibly 
occur, such as: “Are the Jews to pos- 
sess Palestine as an independent king- 
dom, in addition to having a home 
there?” “Is Syria to have a king?” 
“In the event of another big war, where 
shall we find Japan?” “Will Mussoli- 
ni, or another, be successful, where 
Napoleon failed, in reviving Caesar’s 
Roman Empire?” “ y is Armaged- 
don not the next war?” “What part 
will Germany and Russia play in the 
near future?” Is England to devote 
her energies to the British colonies, or 
to stay with the League?” “Will the 
world accept a. false peace before the 
Prince of Peace returns to earth?” 


One of the most significant fulfill- 
ments of Biblical prophecy is being en- 
acted today, in the attempts made to 
bring about world-peace by a League. 
Daniel speaks of such a Confederacy, 
comprising ten nations, organically 
united, as a necessary sign of the re- 
turn of the Son of Man to earth to set 
up the Millennial Kingdom, for “in the 
days of these (10) kings shall the God 
of heaven set up a kingdom which shall 
never be destroyed.” (Daniel 2:44) 
Moreover, these ten nations are to be 
ruled by a_ blasphemous, oppressing 
Dictator. (Daniel 7:8, 11, 25). This 
pg tg of the Christ comes from one 
of the four Kingdoms, (Greece, Egypt, 
Syria, and Thrace, or Turkey) into 
which the Grecian Empire of Alexander 
the Great was divided after his death. 
(Daniel 8:9,23). 

Thus we learn that this Man of Sin 
is to arise in the Eastern part of the 
old Roman Empire, rather than in 
France, Italy, or some other western 
kingdom. In Daniel 9:24—27 he is de- 
signated as “the Prince of Rome”, who 
confirms a covenant for seven years 
with the majority of the Jewish peor. 
We need not infer from this that he 
comes from the city of Rome, nor from 
Italy, but that he arises within the 
Old Roman Empire; and in Daniel 11: 





21—45 this “Prince of the Covenant” 
comes into prominence as “King of the 
North”, warring against the “King of 
the South”, terms referring to the 
Kings who rule two of the four king- 
doms covering the former Grecian Em- 
pire, reappearing in the latter days as 
separate and distinct Kingdoms. The 
“King of the South” is plainly, the 
King of Egypt (Daniel 11:8); the 
“King of the North”, superhuman con- 
ueror, World Dictator, Man of Sin, 
east-Emperor, and False God, is, we 
believe from our study of Daniel 8 and 
Daniel 11 to arise as King of Syria, 
as did Antiochus Epiphanes, his pro- 
totype. In all the chapters quoted 
above, Daniel is informed that when 
this League and its leader are in ex- 


istence, the Son of Man will return in 
Judgment. Then is physically mani- 
fest on the earth His “Kingdom, power, 
and glory!” 


Baxter’s Amazing Interpretations 


In 1866 the Rev. Michael Baxter 
published a book, “Forty Prophetic 
Wonders”, predicting, among other 
things, certain changes within the for- 
mer Roman Empire to take place be- 
tween 1917 and 1921, and that within 
those same years Germany, Russia, and 
Poland would become republics. By the 
Roman Empire he meant the territory 
ruled by Rome when Jesus was born. 
Many of his predictions regarding this 
League of Ten Nations have been ful- 
filled in our day. 


Quoting him: “The boundaries of 
Caesar’s Roman Empire comprised 
nearly all the Northern coast of Africa 
as far south as the Desert of Sahara; 
bounded on the east by the river 
pe ae on the north by the Danube 
and Rhine rivers, and a Roman wall 
running from Ratisbon on the Danube 
to Bingen on the Rhine; and on the 
West by the Atlantic Ocean, and in- 
cluding Great Britain as far north as 
the Highlands (in Scotland)”. Mr. 
Baxter then goes on to show that these 
ancient boundaries of the Roman Em- 
pire are to be restored in the end-time, 
containing a League of ten nations, 
which in the eastern half includes the 
four Grecian kingdoms covering the 
territory formerly ruled by Alexander 
the Great. 


The suggested ten nations are Eng- 
land, France, Spain with Portugal, Italy, 
Austria, Greece, the Balkans (including 
Bulgaria and part of modern Yugo-

Slavia), Thrace, (modern Turkey) 


Syria, and- Egypt. The first five of 
these are within the territory west of 
Belgrade (capitol of Yugo-Slavia), the 
point of division between the Western 
and Eastern parts of the old Roman 
Empire. The other five nations are 
East of this dividing line, four of them 
being revivals of the old Grecian king- 


doms (Daniel 8:8,22; 11:4). From one 
of these four comes the _ Antichrist 
(Daniel 8:9,28; 11:21). These two 


sections, Western and Eastern, each 
with five kingdoms, correspond with the 
two feet and ten toes representing the 
final form of the Roman Empire in the 
great image seen by Nebuchadnezzar 
(Daniel 2). The Western Empire, with 
its capital at Rome, was overthrown 
in A. D. 476, by wild tribes from the 
North invading southern Europe; the 
Eastern Empire, having its capital at 
Constantinople, was broken up in A. D. 
1453, by the rise of Austria and Rus- 
sia. The prophecy concerning the two 
legs of the image having been fulfilled 
in history, we are fast approaching the 
time when the feet and toes shall like- 
wise be realized. 

England, one of the ten kingdoms 
forming the final League of Nations, 
was, so Mr. Baxter predicted 60 years 
ago, “to be legislatively separated from 
Ireland, India, and other colonies not 
in Caesar’s Roman Empire”. We quote 
now from the World Almanac, showing 
the fulfillment so far as Ireland is con- 
cerned: “A separate parliamentary and 
executive government was established 
in North Ireland in 1920, and contract- 
ed out of the newly established Irish 
Free State in December, 1922.... The 
Irish Free State (Southern Ireland) 
took its place among the World’s Com- 
monwealths on December 6, 1922.” 


“France”, so Mr. Baxter said in 1866, 
“will push her frontiers to the Rhine by 
a great victorious war of France 
against Germany, or by tremendous 
revolutions in Germany, and the sur- 
render of these countries (Luxemburg, 
Rhenish Prussia, etc.) to France.” The 
recent war partly fulfilled this predic- 
tion, by the return of Alsace-Lorraine 
to France. The next European strug- 
gle may even more closely define the 
river Rhine as the boundary between 
France and Germany. 


“Spain would have Portugal added 
to it, and would share Morocco (in 
North Africa) with France.” The sec- 
ond of Mr. Baxter’s predictions here 
was fulfilled in 1912, when Morocco 
became a French and Spanish protec- 
torate. 

“Italy to recover possession of Vene- 
tia.” This prophecy came to pass also. 

“Tunis (in North Africa) may be an- 
nexed to France.” Realized in 1881. 

“Tripoli (in North Africa) may be 
annexed to Italy.” This was fulfilled 
when Tripoli cast off the Turkish yoke, 
after the Turko-Italian war of 1912. 


Developments in Austria 

Mr. Baxter’s prophecy concerning the 
great Austrian Empire, and its remark- 
able fulfillment during recent years, is 
very striking. He predicted: “The 
Austrian Empire will undoubtedly un- 
dergo most disastrous revolutions or 
foreign invasions, seeing that it is evi- 
dently to be rent in twain from east to 
west; the present Austrian dominion 
over Venetia is to céase, and probably 
a considerable part of Hungary must 


be separated from it, and then perhaps 
confederated with the Balkan States. 
Hungary belonged to the Roman Em- 
pire under the name of Dacia, and 
therefore to the Eastern rather than to 
the Western half of the Empire (mean- 
ing that Hungary is to be included in 
the five kingdoms east of the point of 
division, Belgrade, but Austria among 
the Western five nations). Again he 
says: “Austria is to be completely split 
asunder, the line of division being the 
river Danube. It is to be separated 
from Bohemia, Moravia, and Galicia, 
because they are north of the Danube, 
and these three provinces are to be gov- 
ernmentally detached from Austrian 
territory below the Danube.” 


Let us see how these predictions 
were fulfilled. The old Austrian-Hun- 
garian Empire lay partly north and 
partly south of the Danube river. Aft- 
er the World War, Bohemia and Mora- 
via, above the river, were included in 
Czechoslovakia; and Galicia, which al- 
so was north of the Danube, was in- 
cluded in Poland. Moreover, part of 
the Austrian Empire lay east and part 
west of the said point of division be- 
tween the Eastern and Western Roman 
Empires, this point being Belgrade, the 
capital of modern Yugo-Slavia. This 
served to guide Mr. Baxter and others 
of his time in their prediction that Aus- 
tria would be split from north to south, 
as well as from east to west. The 
prophecy was largely fulfilled in the 
separation of Hungary, etc. after the 
World War. Austria now controls only 
one-eighth, both in area and in popula- 
tion, of what she did before her alliance 
with Germany during the War. 


Turkey and Greece 

Coming now to the section of the 
Roman Empire east of Belgrade, we 
find that the boundaries are not yet 
fully defined, especially in the Balkan 
nations and Syria. But we notice, as 
we study the map we have made, that 
the river Danube and the Black Sea are 
outlining more sharply the northern 
borders of the nations under discussion, 
and that within the past 14 years both 
Syria and Egypt are fulfilling Daniel’s 
prophecy that they would exist as — 
arate and independent countries at the 
time of the end, as did Greece a century 
ago. 

Mr. Baxter’s book deals with “the 
drying up of the Euphrates”, among 
other prophecies, and he interprets this 
to mean that the Mohammedan-Turkish 
Empire, which once covered territory 
in southern Europe, western Asia, and 
northern Africa, would be broken up 
and dismembered. By 1916 Turkey had 
lost Greece, Eeypt, Cyprus, and Bul- 
garia. Now Arabia, Palestine, Syria, 
Armenia, Mesopotamia and other de- 
pendencies have been wrested from her. 


Mr. Baxter predicted that “this dry- 
ing up would take place in A. D. 1917- 
20, shortly before the Second Advent of 
Christ, and that the four ancient king- 
doms of Thrace, (modern Turkey), 
Greece, Egypt, and Syria, which had 
been ruled by the successors of Alex- 
ander the Great, and which for many 
years were absorbed and disappeared in 
the Turkish Empire, would be revived 
and reappear as distinct kingdoms, to 
take their place, with a fifth-kingdom, 
as members of the final league of ten 
nations, these five kingdoms covering 
the eastern section of the revived Rom- 
an Empire.” He gives three reasons 
why these four kingdoms are certain to 


re-exist before the final seven years, 
although previously swallowed up for 
many centuries in the Turkish Empire: 


“First: Daniel distinctly states that 
he saw a Little Horn, a_ latter-time 
King of Fierce Countenance at the fu- 
ture crisis of our Lord’s Second Advent, 
arise out of one of the four horns. He 
could not have seen this take place, 
unless they are then to be re-existing 
separately. 


“Second: Gabriel informs Daniel that 
these four kingdoms are to be re-exist- 
ent in their ancient fourfold form when 
the transgressors are come to the full 
in the last days. 


_ “Third: the King of the North (Sy- 
ria) and the King of the South 
(Egypt) are foreshown to make war 
against each other at the time of the 
end, when the latter-day period of trou- 
ble shall be beginning. Therefore, both 
Syria and Egypt must be independent 
kingdoms, ruled over by separate sover- 
eigns.” 


_ Greece, after being a dependent prov- 
ince for nearly 1900 years, under the 
Roman, Byzantine, and Turkish em- 
pires, established its independence in 
D. 1828. Mr. Baxter predicted that, 
“Greece would be so enlarged as to in- 
clude its ancient dimensions, by the ad- 
dition of Macedonia, Epirus, and Thes- 
saly”. The wars with Turkey and Bul- 
garia in 1912-3 accomplished this. 


Concerning Turkey, he said: “Before 
Thrace can reappear as a kingdom, 
Macedonia must be separated from Cen- 
tral Turkey;”’ (fulfilled 1913). “Bulgaria 
also, as lying north of the Balkan 
Mountains must be lost by Turkey”, 
(realized 1908); “also Syria and nearly 
all Asia Minor”, (fulfilled when Syria 
became independent 1920). He proph- 
esied that Syria: “would secede from 
the Turkish Empire, and become an in- 
dependent kingdom. Its territory for- 
merly consisted of Armenia and nearly 
all Asia Minor, and countries lying be- 
tween Palestine and the river Euphra- 
tes, and even to the Indus river”. 


Syria and Egypt 

In 1920 Syria was made an inde 
ent state, but at present has no 
After teaching that the World-Emperor 
would arise out of the kingdom Sy- 
ria, I discovered that Rev. Clarence 
a also denotes this on one of his 
charts. 


“Egypt”, Mr. Baxter said, “was to be 
made formally and legally independ- 
ent”. This was accomplished in 1922. 
The World Almanac tells us that: 
“four-fifths of the people are of the 
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ancient Egyptian stock, whose forbears 
by their labors built the pyramids for 
alien kings, and whose physical charac- 
teristics were pictured in the mural 
paintings of the temples and tombs and 
on the papyrus scrolls 6,000 years ago.” 
Thus the prophecy, “they shall be 
there”, (Ezekiel 29:14) is fulfilled up 
to our day. But while the people are 
natives, their king the first that Egypt 
has had in recent years, is of forei 
blood, fulfilling Ezekiel 30:13. He is, 
we are told, “the ninth~of the line 
founded my Mohammed Ali, in 1805,” 
the first, however, of his line to receive 
the title of King. 

Both Syria and Egypt have arisen as 


independent nations, to take their po- 
sitions in warfare against each other, 
and in the final league of nations, after 
over 2,000 years of subjection. 


The fifth kingdom in the eastern 
amg of the revived Roman Empire is to 
e Bulgaria and sections of other coun- 
tries not included in the territory of 
the four Grecian kingdoms of Greece, 
Thrace, Syria, and Egypt. Probably 
we shall soon see changes made in the 
boundaries of Yugo-Slavia and Hun- 
gary, and we are told in the daily press 
that “the Balkans appear as a powder- 
barrel, needing but a spark to set it

Present World Conditions

AR in Europe is now almost a 

certainty. The entire continent is 
in uniform. In spite of the fact that 
Europe is much smaller than Canada 
there are no less than six million men 
under arms. To be exact, one man out 
of every nine in Europe is in uniform. 


The whole continent bristles with 
bayonets and guns. An atmosphere of 
nervousness, never before known, has 
gripped every country. 


Russia fears Japan and well she 
may. Her armies are already mobiliz- 
ed and ready for action. The general 
in command just recently made the 
statement that Russia was now ready 
and could meet any attack. He was 
— of course, with Japan in 
mind. 


England for the most part is stand- 
ing very much alone. In fact there are 
four groups of nations in Europe to- 
day. First of all there are those who 
fought with Germany in the late war 
and lost. Then there are the nations 
that were lined up with France and the 
Allies and won. In addition there are 
the neutral nations including Spain, 
Holland, Switzerland and others. Last- 
ly there is England and the British 
Empire. 

France is in fear of Germany. She 
knows that Germany is re-arming and 
that the intention is to crush her. 


Italy fears that the day may come 
when Germany will win Austria and 
thus place seventy-five thousand men 
along the Italian border which would 
certainly be a very sericus thing. 


Hitler has won the allegiance of the 
German people. The old spirit of na- 
tionalism has been revived. The mili- 
tary class is now in‘control. Hence the 
very name of Hitler produces nothing 
short of a panic. 


Dr. Henry Morgenthau Sr., has this 
to say: “Behind the smooth words of 
diplomacy, European thought runs to- 
ward war. The disarmament discus- 
sions at Geneva are a fine example of 
hypocrisy or farce — or perhaps I 
should say tragedy—because most par- 
ticipants, discussing proposals bland- 
ly know that nothing can or will be 
done. Each knows precisely the extent 
to which the others dre armed; that 
each is still increasing armaments 
steadily; and, finally that general 


staffs, actually are already on the 
‘alert’ for the signal of war.” 

Undoubtedly it is only a question of 
waiting until something ‘snaps’ and 
then Europe will be plunged once more 
into war. 

The League of Nations is absolutely 
impotent. It was successful when 
dealing with small countries. But just 
as soon as it was faced with a major 
power it found itself helpless. Musso- 
lini has stated again and again that 
what it needs is “teeth”. In other 
words it has no way of enforcing its 
edicts. As soon as it was confronted 
with Japan it failed utterly. Japan 
walked out. The same thing happened 
with Germany. Hitler snapped his 
fingers in the face of the League and 
took his departure. 

Every nation in Europe is arming to- 
day. Even little Switzerland, always 
looked upon as neutral, is making 
preparations for the coming conflict. 

Germany, so we are told, has at least 
eighteen aeroplane factories capable of 
turning out 2,500 planes per month. 

France has built an immense wall 
between herself and Germany, a wail 
125 miles long and 15 miles deep. That 
wall is now completed. But it cost one 
hundred million dollars to build and 
took 10,000 men five years. 

Great Britain has invented an aero- 
plane that can rise straight up a 


distance of four miles in twenty 
minutes. 
Russia’s chemical and aeroplane 


factories are running night and day. 
The Bolshevics realize that the next 
war will be fought in the air. Any 
one of the Russian aeroplane factories 
is larger, so we are informed, than all 
the factories ‘in the United States 
combined. 

Word has been received that the 
United States has now invented a 
chemical of which three drops on any 
part of the body will cause almost in- 
stant death. And another chemical 
can be dropped on a city and the planes 
return to their base, for this chemical 
will not begin to act for three days and 
then it will kill everything, leaving the 
city absolutely lifeless. 

Japan is undoubtedly going to use 
“human torpedoes” in the next war. 
Already, we are told, more than 5,000 
men have volunteered for this service.

During the Shanghai struggle Japan 
employed “human bombs” and the men 
who gave their lives for their country 
are today the greatest of heroes in 
Japan. e “human torpedo” has a 
steering attachment and a seat for one 
man. Before the enemy can approach 
within striking distance these “living 
torpedoes” can be sent out and steered 
through the darkness directly into the 
hull of a great battleship. And being 
steered by a man they cannot miss 
until both battleship and man are 
blown into atoms. They are so small 
that they can only be seen with diffi- 
culty. Thus they are destined to 
become a real menace in the next war. 
No other country has gone to such 
lengths. But in Japan there are men 
who have already given their lives in 
practice alone. 

It is inconceivable that Japan will 
wait until Russia is fully armed and 
ready. She knows that she must strike 
and strike first. And she will do so 
without warning. Just the other day 
I was talking to an outstanding leader 
from Russia who had been travelling 
extensively in Germany, France, 
Poland and other European countries. 
And he informed me that it was his 
conviction that Japan would strike in 
the Spring of this year. And as a 
result of a war between Japan and 
Russia he expects, so he said, to see 
Bolshevism overthrown. For Japan 
will send her secret agents into Russia 
and will promise the peasants who are 
not favorable to Communism, liberty 
and freedom, and thus will gain their 
support. And as a result of such propa- 
ganda Communism will then suffer 
collapse through disintegration within 
the borders of Russia itself. He is 
hopeful that the doors will thus be 
thrown open for the entrance of the 
Gospel, and that it will be possible for 
missionaries to proclaim the message 
of God’s salvation once again in that 
great country. God grant it may be 
so if it is in accord with the divine 
will and Bible prophecy. If so, then a 
war between Russia and Japan will be 
a blessing in disguise. 


Quoting again from Dr. Henry 
Morgenthau Sr., in regard to the pos- 
sibility of war this year, we find him 
writing as follows: “War in Europe in 
1934 seems to me inevitable. It is 
foreshadowed by signs ominously simi- 
lar to those which were clearly visible 
in Europe in 1913. A European war 
is just in the offing and the whole 
world may be drawn in. There will 
be no interval permitting mediation. 
The ‘hair trigger’ will not permit that. 
War will break with spectacular sud- 
denness. Plans for far swifter action 
than was possible twenty years ago 
have been perfected. Planes and 
standing armies will be on the move 
instantly, and mobilized millions will 
be en route almost overnight.” 


Lloyds’, the world’s largest insurance 
concern, which is. constantly in touch 
with impending risks, is receiving bets 
two to one that Europe will be at war 
in eighteen months. 


It is impossible to say where war 
will commence except that the present 
signs indicate Manchuria and Siberia 
with Russia and Japan as-the antago- 
nists. But no matter where it does 


start it will spread, and spread ey 
until the entire world will be engulfed. 

The whole of the East is seething 
with race hatred. Here in the West 
we have no conception of the feeling 
of the Asiatics, The white man has 
exploited the yellow and the brown 
races for so long that a deadly hatred 
has developed. And if Japan were to 
lead in an onslaught against the white 
races it would not be long before all 
Asia would rise with her. Japan is 
bound to be in the East what Great 
Britain is in Europe. She covets a 
place in the sun. It is her dream to 
become mistress of the Orient. A vic- 
tory over Russia would mean every- 
thing for her toward achieving her 
goal. 

On the other hand Russia is not a 
Western power. Russia is divided into 
two parts. All of Siberia is certainly 
Asiatic. Stalin himself is an Asiatic. 
If therefore, Japan were to take the 
whole of Siberia, she would have un- 
limited resources with which to wage 
war against other nations. 


Japan could not wage war for any 
length of time without oil. But where 
is she going to get it? I was in the 
Dutch East Indies a few months ago, 
and on the East coast of Borneo there 
are immense oil wells. Japanese ves- 
sels steam up and down the coasts of 
Borneo almost daily. Japan knows 
every foot of the coast line. She will 
be compelled in the event of war to take 
Borneo from Holland in order to get 
the supply of oil that she needs. At- 
tention was drawn to a Japanese bar- 
ber and his assistant working inciden- 
tally, so it would appear, at their trade 
near the oil wells in the island of Bor- 
neo. But the Dutch captain in draw- 
ing attention to them stated that it 
was a well known fact that the barber 


and his assistant were high officials in 
the Japanese navy and were there 
simply to obtain information. 


The moment Japan takes the oil 
wells, Holland will be brought into the 
struggle. But Holland, it would seem, 
has an agreement with Great Britain 
whereby England has promised protec- 
tion in the advent of an attack. Thus 
the British Empire would be brought 
in. Then Japan will turn her attention 
to the Philippines, and, perhaps, the 
Hawaiian group, for Japan has never 
forgotten and never will forget the 
treatment accorded Japanese by the 
United States in California. Ultimate- 
ly, therefore, America will be drawn 
into the struggle. And then what will 
happen only God knows. 


Thus the stage is being set for the 
next war. In another article, which 
will follow this, I will point out to De- 
fender readers the reason why I be- 
lieve the United States and Great Bri- 
tain will be found fighting side by side, 
according to Bible prophecy, and why 
these two nations must stand together. 
I will also have something to say about 
the future of Europe as I myself ob- 
served conditions during my recent 
tour through the continent. It is not 
hard these days to read the Signs of 
the Times. I want to show in my next 
article just why a revolution threatens 
Spain, Austria and France. Certain 
momentous changes must take place in 
the immediate future if the Bible pro- 
phecies regarding these countries are 
to be fulfilled. We are on the eve of 
great events.

O ALL real science no reasonable 

objection can be made. Everybody 
rejoices in its progress and many new 
discoveries, making life safer, more 
comfortable and even longer. The 
whole field of science, less some of its 
mistakes, has been a blessing to man- 
kind, and has been absolutely no hin- 
drance to the faith of any one religious- 
ly. All is fair and clear except just a 
little corner of the field. Here the 
clouds appear. The above subject, by 
which is meant Darwinian evolution, or 
the teaching that man came from the 
lower animals, is one of the worst, most 
corrupting and destructive mistakes 
science has ever made. 


Fortunately this has never been a 
universal teaching of science. The best 
world’s scientists have never accepted 
the theory, as these great witnesses 
will abundantly prove: Dr. D. S. Greg- 
ory of New York, editor of the Homi- 
letic Review, and in a position to know 
the facts, vouches for the statement 
that: “It is a strange fact that no great 
scientific authority in Great Britain in 
exact science, science that reduces its 
conclusions to mathematical formulae, 
has endorsed evolution”, of this kind. 
It is a marvel how some people, and 


even some so-called scientists, in the 
face of such a statement will stick to 
the error. And I could give a dozen 
such witnesses. Sir Roderick Murchi- 
son said: “I know as much of nature in 
her geologic ages as any living man, 
and I fearlessly say that one geologic 
record does not afford one scintilla of 
evidence in support of Darwin’s the- 
ory.” Prof. Virchow, foremost chemist 
on the globe says: “It is all nonsense. 
It cannot be proved by science that man 
descended from the ape or any other 
animal.”

Error, whether physical or spiritual, 
can never bless people, individually or 
collectively. . Evolution, being a mis- 
take of science, has been and continues 
to be a great loss to the world. It was 
very popular at first and many books 
were written full of it, even text books 
for schools. And for some reason these 
text books are still in the schools, and 
these false ideas are being taught to a 
new generation more and worse than 
ever. Such books should be put out of 
all our schools. Teach the young they 
are allied to the animals, and they will 
act it out more or less.

The World 
There are three Greek words trans- 


lated “world” in the New Testa- 
ment. They are “ge,” “aion,” and 
“kosmos.” “Ge” means land or earth. 


“Aion” means age, indefinite period of 
time or dispensation. “Kosmos” means 
the beauty and arrangement of the 
world systems of civilization including 
arts, politics, finances, business and 
economics. This is the word which de- 
scribes our theme—“What’s wrong 
with the world?” Not “ge,” the earth 
itself, nor “aion,” this particular age 
of dispensation, but “kosmos’, our 
boasted civilization of the Twentieth 
Century. 
The World Upside-Down 

When Paul and his associates went 
to Thessalonica, the multitude said: 
“These that have turned the world up- 
side down are come hither also”. The 
world today is wrongside up. The in- 
ternational world places more confi- 
dence in “paper pacts” than in the 
Prince of Peace. e political world 
trusts the “ballot box” above the Gos- 
pel. The social world places the em- 
phasis upon “reforms and fraternities” 
rather than upon spiritual regeneration. 
The educational world is based on the 
man-made philosophy of Evolution in- 
stead of the doctrine of Supernatural 
Creation. The religious world is dom- 
inated by modernized atheism rather 
than being led by the fundamental 
principles of sound Bible doctrine and 
Christian standards. 


The World Crisis 

The present world crisis is not an ac- 
cident. Current events clearly reveal 
that a Master Mind with mighty hands 
is maneuvering the modern movements 
of men. The Master Mind is Satan 
who has been in aggressive open rebel- 
lion against God for the mastery of 
this world for the past six millenniums.

“The Illuminati”

Under the inspiration of the “angel 
of light” Adam Weishaupt, a Bavarian 
professor, founded a secret society, the 
Illuminati, on May 1, 1776.

in France. 

The six points of the Illuminati were 
published by Professor John Robinson 
in his masterpiece, “The Proof of a 
Conspiracy”, in 1798.

A comparison of these six points 
with Marx’s “Communist Manifesto”, 
of 1848, Bellany’s “Equality”, of 1887, 
and the Soviet Creed, will reveal that 
they are all practically the same thing. 

N. H. Webster, an outstanding au- 
thority on the Illuminati, says: “When 
we see that the plan of Illuminism, as 
codified by the above six points, has 
continued up to the present day, to 
form the exact program of the World 
Revolution, how can we doubt that the 
whole movement originated with the 
Illuminati, or with the secret influ- 
ences at work behind them?” 


“The Protocols” 

Under the same inspiration, Sergyei 
Nilus, a Russian professor published a 
book: “The Protocols of the Learned 
Elders of Zion,” in 1905. Protocols 
means authentic records, addresses and 
minutes of meetings. In this particu- 
lar case it means the publication and 
exposure of the proceedings of certain 
secret metings. A copy of this strange 
volume was received by the British 
Museum on August 10, 1906. Nilus

The contention of the Protocols is 
that an international group deliberate- 
ly upsets the world in order to ac- 
complish their selfish ends out of the 
discord thus produced. Such a plot 
would have to have behind it the genius

of hell. It is believed by many that 
the tentacles of this financial octopus 
have been active for many years in the 
United States. In this connection, the 
address of Louis T. McFadden deliv- 
ered before the 72nd Congress is there- 
fore important. He said: 

“Those 12 private credit monopolies 
(Federal Reserve Banks) were deceit- 
fully and disloyally foisted upon this 
country by bankers’ who came here 
from Europe and who repaid us for our 
hospitality by undermining our Ameri- 
can institutions. Those bankers took 
money out of this country to finance 
Japan in a war against Russia.

Statistics of divorce courts; the 
headlines of our dailies; the amount of 
vile literature read; the millions at- 
tending immoral shows and the impu- 
dent half-breeds that stare at us at 
every turn make proof sufficient to con- 
vince the most optimistic of the indif- 
ference of our churches to the nation’s 
trend. 

Instead of repenting, Church people 
lament conditions; recommend amend- 
ments to the Constitution; organize 
new social service and welfare socie- 
ties; form Church Federations; ap- 
point secretaries and committees for 
everything under the sun to shift re- 
sponsibility from the individual con- 
science; and even deny the force and 
inspiration of the Scriptures. 

Certainly it does not take “a prophet 
nor the son of a prophet” to tell where 
our nation is headed. It only takes 
primary knowledge of world history 
giving the causes of the downfall of 
empires, or a slight knowledge of the 
Old Testament. 


A Nation Without God Is Doomed 


God calls and establishes races and 
nations to the spread of the Gospel and 
the uplight of humanity the same as 
men; and as He withdraws His guid- 
ance and fatherly care from men when 
they are false to their divine commis- 
sion, so He also withdraws His over- 
sight and protection from the nation 
that forgets Him. 

God chose and commissioned the Is- 
raelites to be a “light to lighten the 
gentiles,” and placed them in the most 
strategic situation on the highway of 
the nations. They forsook Him and 
their name is a byword among all peo- 
ple; but their laws and literature, pro- 
phets and teachers will continue to be 
both guide and models for all future 
ages. 

Rome'was given the next and largest 
opportunity to carry the Gospel of 
Christ to the ends of the earth. She 
compromised with paganism; combined 
church and state; used military power 
to force allegiance; and lost all sem- 
blance of spirituality in religion. 
Now her glory is a matter of history. 

Spain and other European nations 


had and lost glorious opportunities. 

Germany, after Martin Luther’s 
time, seemed predestined through her 
schools and universities to have a first 
place in Christianizing the world ‘since 
she was educating the teachers and 
preachers and furnishing school books. 

She substituted her own Kultur for 
the Bible and God and sought to sub- 
jugate the world through the most in- 
human and barbaric war of history. 
Unless she repents, her doom as a na- 
tion is sealed. 

England has held her place as a 
World Power longer than any modern 
nation; but this has been no accident 
of fate, but the reward of God. She 
has carried the Bible, and good gov- 
ernment to more peoples and made life 
and property safe over greater, areas 
than any other nation has ever done. 

Is the faith of her people sufficiently 
fixed on God to hold her place in the 
world with gigantic forces of evil at- 
tacking her within and without and 
from every corner of the earth? 

The last World Power is our own na- 
tion, and of all others she has been 
most favored of God as to situation, 
people and opportunity. 

So far, she has been true to her di- 
vine mission in that she has sent more 
missionaries to preach the Gospel of 
Christ to the heathen, and more help 
and more money to relieve needy and 
suffering humanity than any other na- 
tion; but she has lost sight of the spir- 
itual and become possessed with ma- 
terialism, and is now worshipping more 
false gods than Paul found statues on 
Mars Hill. 

Observations 

The most frivolous, worldly and 
criminally wicked all want truth and 
honesty in the other party to their 
business transactions; politicians, pa- 
triots, and statesmen are anxious our 
nation be established permanently, and 
everybody wants the security, protec- 
tion and prosperity that God has prom- 
ised to that nation that fears and hon- 
ors Him. 

Bishop Warren A. Chandler of the 
Southern Methodist Church gave the 
following analysis of the present need 
of a spiritual awakening in our beloved 
country: 

“The supreme need of our country 
today is a general revival of religion 
throughout all its wide-extended do- 
main from ocean to ocean. Upon such 
a revival depends even the return of 
national prosperity to the nation. The 
wisest business men of the land de- 
clare that the financial depression is 
largely attributable to the religious de- 
clension of the people. 


“Hard hearts have had no small part 
in the making of hard times. Gambling 
and mammon worship in many forms, 
having enfeebled the interest of the 
people in religion, have brought com- 
mercial and industrial depression as 
the inevitable result of departure from 
God. But a revival of religion cannot 
be sought and secured as the means 
for curing the financial depression. 

“Repentance for sin must be genuine 
sorrow for godlessness, not piteous 
lamentation for commercial adversity.”

HERE IS too much sentimental 

gush connected with foreign mis- 
sionary endeavor and not enough trag- 
ic, terrible, stark reality. If, for in- 
stance, Christians could truly grip what 
it means for a soul to be eternally 
lost; if the word lost could be made to 
convey its true inherent horror, there 
would be no difficulty in enlisting the 
cooperation of tens of thousands of Be- 
lievers who seemingly fail to under- 
stand what it means for a soul to perish 
in everlasting darkness for want of the 
Gospel. The tale related below is ter- 
rifying. If it is too revolting, the 
Reader can stop and not finish reading 
it. 

It seems well nigh impossible that a 
traveler could do such a thing, but nev- 
ertheless he gives his own testimony 
regarding the incident. Briefly, the 
background to the story is this: Mr. 
William B. Seabrook, a man who trav- 
els just to see things, and to study 
customs of strange peoples, recently 
visited West Africa. He journeyed 
through Liberia, the Ivory Coast, 
French West Africa, etc. When he 
came back, he wrote a book entitled 
Jungle Ways. 


He lived as the natives live. He 
drank as they drink. He ate as_ they 
eat. He studied their ways, habits, 
languages, etc. He lived among Can- 
nibal tribes. The following description, 
taken from the fourth chapter of his 
book, brings the reader face to face 
with genuine Cannibalism, a horrible 
ractice in which tens of thousands of 
ellow-beings are today engaged—all 
because they have never had the ad- 
vantages which only Christianity can 
bring. 


Mr. Seabrook says: “It was the meat 
of a freshly killed man, who seemed to 
be about thirty years old—and who 
had not been murdered. . When a 
man has actually done a special thing 
of this sort, he need never worry about 
whether it will be accepted as authen- 
tic. Some millions of people will soon- 
er or later read these lines in one lan- 
guage or another. No matter what 
phrases I choose, whether I write well 
or awkwardly, the authenticity will 
take care of itself, for I propose to set 
down details as full and complete as if 
I were recounting a first experience 
with reindeer meat, shark meat, or any 
other unfamiliar meat experimented 
with for the first time. The raw meat, 
in appearance, was firm, slightly 
coarse-textured rather than smooth. 
In raw texture, both to the eye and to 
the touch, it resembled good beef. In 
color, however, it was slightly less red 
than beef. But it was reddish. It was 
not pinkish or grayish like mutton or 
pork. Through the red lean ran fine 
whitish fibers, interlacing, seemingly 
to be stringy rather than fatty, sug- 
. gesting that it might be tough. The 


solid fat was faintly yellow, as the fat 
of beef and mutton is. This yellow 
tinge was very faint, but it was not 
clear white as pork fat is. In smell it 
had what I can only describe as the 
the familiar, characteristic smell of 
good fresh meat of the larger domestic 
animals. I had determined to prepare 
the steak in the simplest manner, as 
nearly as peer as we prepare meat 
at home. I set about grilling the steak. 
I sat down to it with my bottle of wine, 
a bowl of rice, salt and pepper at hand. 
I had thought about this and planned it 
for a long time, and now I was going to 
do it. But I was soon to discover that 
I had bluffed and deceived myself a lit- 
tle in pretending so detached an atti- 
tude. It was with, or rather after, the 
first mouthful, that I discovered there 
had been unconscious bravado in me, a 
small bluff-hidden unconscious dread. 
I took a good big swallow of wine, a 
helping of rice, and thcughtfully ate 
half the steak. It was a mild, good 
meat with no other sharply defined or 
highly characteristic taste such as for 
— goat, high game, and pork 
ave. 


Missionaries tell how wicked and de- 
praved white men, traders, slave-hunt- 
ers, etc., mingle among Cannibal tribes 
and gradually sink to the level of the 
natives. A missionary from the Congo 
once told Editor Winrod, that to his 
certain knowledge, whites had acquired 
the habit of eating human flesh after 
living with black tribes for a time. 
Such is fallen humanity! 


Why are these horrible things being 
related here? To remind us, that as 
these words are being written, the 
Defender Family has a representative 
out in Liberia by the name of Paul Re- 
vere, who is now traveling from place 
to place among the wild, savage Kru 
tribes, taking them the Gospel of sal- 
vation for the first time and wonderful 
results are accompanying his ministry. 
Paul is a black man, the son of a Can- 
nibal Kru witch-doctor, happily con- 
verted years ago by a missionary, 
labored for a season with William Har- 
ris the “Black Prophet”, came to Amer- 
ica, spent eight years acquiring a 
Christian education, returned to be a 
missionary to his own people. Nothing 
like this has ever before been known 
in that part of the world!

) bd IS to be regretted that in a mere 
review of this book, only its salient 
features can be discussed. Just off the 
press, it is deserving of far more space 
than announcements in this Depart- 
ment can permit. By all means, every 
believer in Bible Prophecy should be 
conversant with the material that it en- 
compasses.

Conqueror”. Then a contrast between 
the “Mystery of Godliness” and the

If you owned 
every other book yet written on the 
Patmos vision, your library would not 
be complete without this one. 


This book is divided into 49 chapters, 
each being devoted to an exposition of 
some phase of the Revelation. Verse 
by verse, chapter by chapter, the Read- 
er is taken methodically through the 
entire Book, no sentence or symbol be- 
ing overlooked.

6FXHERE IS a kind of optimism 

among men that arises out of an 
eagerness for what they call ‘progress’. 
In times of peace and supposed pros- 
perity men largely ignore facts as they 
really exist. We by no means shut our 
eyes to the good that is in the world, 
but in this volume we are thinking and 
writing of the tremendous drift toward 
evil, and what we believe means a 
crisis in world history. We confine our 
observaticus, however, largely to the 
United States.” This is Dr. Morrison’s 
concise description regarding the con- 
tents of this recent book.

little inclination toward religion, but 
regards Jewry as a political State, the 
purpose of which is to conduct world 
conquest until the nations are brought 
under one head with themselves in con- 
trol and all the Gentiles changed into 
serfs, a plan that has been worked out 
to perfection in Russia. The latter 
group were the Sadducees in the days 
of Christ. 


The Sadducees rejected everything 
supernatural and denied the funda- 
mental tenets of Old Testament. reli- 
gion. Their strong point was politics. 
They were genuine apostates. We will

Slated for the great honor of election 
to the Party’s Central Committee by 
the Congress last week was another 
Jew, roly-poly Maxim Maximovich Lit- 
vinov.” 


Or turn to Al Smith’s magazine, The 
New Outlook for February and study 
the article entitled “Men of Russia.” 
The writer, a former resident of Rus- 
sia, X-rays several of the Soviet leaders 
and we discover that practically all the 
important posts of government are oc- 
cupied by Jews. He says: “Some of 
the business men are Russians, but 
most of them are of other bloods, and 
practically all of them have prison 
records.... In considering the men of 
Russia, it should be remembered that 
it isn’t often that ex-prisoners get a 
crack at the society which punished 
them, but they did in Russia.” The 
writer then proceeds to discuss the 
leading characters of Moscow: 


“JOSEPH STALIN is a minor of- 
ficial of the Soviet Government. He is 
but one of the three hundred or so 
members of the Central Executive 
Committee, and yet, nevertheless, he 
is the first man of Russia today. Al- 
though serving as secretary of the All- 
Russian Communist Party, Stalin is 
not a Russian. His every feature is 
commensurate with ‘stalin’,.the Rus- 
sian word for steel.” Parenthetically it 
should be remarked that Stalin is mere- 
ly the customary “Gentile Front” for 
the Moscow Jewish leaders. His 
Gentile wife died a “mysterious” death 
recently and he immediately married 
a Jewess.

“MAXIM MAXIMOVICH LITVI- 
NOV is Commissar of Foreign Affairs. 
He is the ee aoa salesman of 
Bolshevism. This shrewd Polish Jew 
has fought diplomatic battles in every 
political arena where the gate receipts 
warranted his appearance. He returns 
from these victories from time to time 
to his spacious Moscow office to check 
up one more Red diplomatic triumph 
by sticking a new red glass tack in the 
huge map which covers the wall be- 
hind his desk. 


“KLEMENTY VOROSHILOV (an- 
other Jew) is Commissar of War and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy. He is the dashing yet modest 
cavalry officer who is charged with 
preparing the Russian forces for an 
anticipated war. 


“MIKHAIL KALININ, (an Armeni- 
an Jew) is President of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. Like all big 
leaders he served his term in prison, 
taking an important part in the revo- 
lution of 1905 as member of the 
Council of Workers’ Deputies. 


“KARL RADEK, (another Jew) is 
Contributing Editor of Izvestia, offi- 
cial government newspaper. Radek has 
frequently been suppressed by radical 
organizations for being too radical. 


“MICHAEL BORODIN, Editor of 
the English-language Moscow Daily 
News. This Czechoslovakian Jew was 
educated at Valparaiso University in 
Indiana; and spent many years agitat- 
ing for the International Communist 
Party; in Spain, in Mexico, in America, 
the British Isles, and China. 


“‘*JUST’ PADOLSKY, master of the 
Foreign Office Press-Censorship Bu- 
reau. He may have a first name, but 
it is doubtful that anyone in Russia, 
including his wife, knows it. He is a 
soft-spoken Jew in eight languages, 
not counting American slang, of which 
he has a thorough knowledge. Padolsky 
is a hundred per cent Communist. 


“JERRY LIFSCHITZ, Ex-Vice- 
Yankee Consul, ex-Second-in-Command 
of Moscow Amtorg. This Polish Jew, 
had an American jail and prison record 
for I. W. W. activities; and an added 
palm for being twice tarred and 
feathered by irate Midwest American 
farmers. 


“COMRADE SMIRDOVITCH, (an- 
other Jew) is the ‘Red -Pope’. Smir- 
dovitch, an atheist, is the offical re- 
strainer and regulator of religion in 
the U. S. S. R. He is a member of 
the important Central Executive Com- 
mittee. As the official Anti-Christ of 
the Soviet Republics, he decides how 
far remaining priests of the church 
may of toward preaching the Word 
of God. Kindly, cultur educated, 
tolerant in manner, Smirdovitch says 
religion will die out when divorced from 
superstitious ritual, pomp, and fear. 
His job is to help kill it.” 

Toward the close of the article, this 
writer in the New Outlook says: “But 
the men who control Russia are not 
Russians. Members of the Jewish race 


from all over the world predominate. 
Every member of the foreign office 
press censor bureau is a Jew. Little 
men of Russia who help in responsible 
positions, heads of offices, trusts, are 
mostly Jews.”

He 
used a metaphor that embodied per- 
haps the worst insult that a Jew can 
say about a Gentile. He referred to 
the Gentile nations as “swine”. Such 
language would be certain to appeal to 
the members of his- oo . He 
said that the fact of Roosevelt having 
established diplomatic relations with 
his gang had greatly strengthened the 
Reds in their program of world revolu- 
tion. Continuing: “We warn such na- 
tions as Japan and Germany not to 
poke their swinish snouts into the Sov- 
let potato patch”. He warned all the 
nations that in the event of war with 
Russia they would be certain to suffer 
defeat because Communism has poi- 
soned the soldiers of other countries 
through propaganda. Here were his 
words: “It will be the most dangerous 
war for mankind in history, not only 
because the population of the Soviet 
Union will fight to death but because 
the war also will take place behind the 
lines of our enemies, where our numer- 
ous friends would deal a mortal blow to 
those daring to take up arms against 
the Soviet Union.” 


The only people in Russia aside from 
the Moscow leaders who have enough 
to eat are the soldiers. The Jewish 
Reds feed their Gentile armies like 
farmers fatten hogs for slaughter. 
When the Five Year Plan was launched 
the first provision was to build up the 
fighting forces of the country. The

Matt. 11:2 — 12:40

VERSE 11:3—Many find difficulty in 
reconciling John’s present question- 
ing with his former clear faith. But 
those who know men (especially those 
who know their own hearts) with their 
moments of alternating comfort and un- 
certainty, will find John’s story most 
natural. Indeed, it could never have 
been fabricated; it bears, on its face, 
the evidence of its authenticity. In his 
doubt, John did the very best thing he 
could do (the wisest thing any man can 
do) with it; he took it, forthwith, to Je- 
sus. 

If those who, today, doubt that Jesus 
is the Messiah and the Son of God 
would only go right to Him, and ask 
Him, He would soon tell them. 

11:25—If we are to get God’s in- 
finite wisdom, we must renounce our 
finite wisdom. The man who is filled 
with his own wisdom cannot have God’s 
(Is. 5:21; 1 Cor. 1:18-27). If we are 
to be wise with true wisdom, we must 
take our place as fools, at the feet of 
the All-wise (1 Cor. 3:18-20). How 
foolish, then, are those who seek to 
know God by a study of philosophy, or 
theosophy, or comparative religion. 
Outside of the revelation Jesus Christ 
makes of the Father, God is, indeed, 
as the agnostic terms him, “the un- 
knowable.” 

11:27—He bears the keys; to Him 
we must go for admission into the 
kingdom. He is the Door; through 
Him we must enter. He is the Shep- 
herd: we must hear His voice and fol- 
low Him, or perish in the wilderness. 
He is the Physician: we must apply to 
Him, if we would healed of the 
plague of sin. He is the Bread of Life: 
we must feed on Him, if we would 
have our souls satisfied.

March Eleventh 
PARABLES OF THE KINGDOM 
/ Matt. 3:1-52 


Lee Perse err eres err) 


HERE are seven parables here. The 
first four were given to the multi- 


tude to show the human aspect; the 
three following were spoken to the dis- 
ciples, and give the Divine aspect. 
These may be grouped in twos: one and 
two; three and four; five and six; the 
seventh stands alone. Each of these 
must be interpreted to harmonize with 
Jesus’ own interpretation of the first 
and second parables. 


These seven describe the result of 
the presence of the Gospel in the world 
during the present age, the time of 
Seed-sowing, which began at Pentecost 
and ends with the harvest when He 
comes at the end of the age (vs. 40-43). 


1—The Sower and the Seed (vs. 
2-8). Seed is the Word. One-fourth of 
the seed takes permanent root. (See 
Christ’s own interpretation vs. 18-23). 


2—The Wheat and Tares (vs. 24- 
80). Here the “good seed” is not the 
Word but rather that which the Word 
has produced (1 Pet. 1:28), viz.: the 
children of the kingdom. Satan sows 
the bad seed, “the children of the 
wicked one.” Note: Both grow togeth- 
er until Christ comes at the end of this 
age (See Christ’s interpretation in vs. 
36-43). There is therefore no grounds 
for the belief that Christ will return to 
a converted world. 


8.—The Mustard Seed. (vs. 31-32). 
From such a small beginning it has be- 
come the greatest power in the world. 
The fowls finding shelter (See Dan. 4: 
20-22) represent worldly powers of evil, 
a picture of unconverted people allying 
themselves with Christendom for the 
benefits conferred by such association. 
The birds are no part of the tree itself, 
They cannot represent converts; 
branches, not birds, more fitly stand 
for converts (John 15:5). There is a 
tremendous chatter of birds in the 
branches, but they are foul fowls such 
as —_— (Same word for fowl as 
in v. 4). 


4.—The Leaven (v. 38). Leaven is 
evil, false doctrine and not diffusion of 
good for following reasons: (a) Our 
Lord fixed the meaning (Matt. 16:6- 
12; Mk. 8:15; Luke 12:1; See also 
1 Cor. 5:6-8; Gal. 5:8-9). There is no 
place in Scripture where leaven is used 
in a good sense. (b) If leaven signifies 
the diffusive power of Christianity, the 
tares (v. 20) would be eradicated be- 
fore the harvest. (c) Meal probably 
refers to Lev. 2:11 where leaven is ab- 
solutely forbidden. (d) It contradicts 
the teaching of the ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 
7th parables and flatly denies our 
Lord’s own interpretation of the 2nd 
parable. 


5.—The Hidden Treasure (v. 44). 
The treasure is Israel. The man who 
purchased the field is the Lord. The 

urchase price, His own blood. Israel 
is hidden in the world field. 


6.—The Pearl of Great Price (vs. 
45-46). This is the Church which the 
a bought with His own precious 
ood. 


7.—The Winnowing Drag Net (vs. 
47-50). The age ends with the picture 
of the drag net; fishes in the net, good 
and bad, but they are to be sorted out.

VERSE 15:22—Her mode of approach 

to Jesus was a mistaken one. She 
approached Him as the Son of David— 
as if she, a Canaanite outcast, had a 
part in the promise of Israel.

Her faith conquered, and 
made her a true child of Abraham and 
heir of the promises (Gal. 3:14,26;

V. 23—The silence of Jesus was to 
teach these disciples, who called all 
others “dogs,” a much needed lesson. 


V. 27—Many of us would get more if 
we would only take our right place be- 
fore God as sinners. “Yea, Lord, a 
dog; I am willing to be regarded as a 
dog; but even the dogs are allowed to 
have the crumbs which fall from their 
Master’s table. I don’t ask for the 
bread; give that to Thy children, but 
when the children have been fed, Lerd, 
spare one crumb of Thy power, one 
crumb of Thy love for a poor old dog.” 


By this time the disciples felt that 
they were the dogs. Humility toward 
God always produces a divine response. 


V. 28—The woman not only received 
healing for her daughter but the com- 
mendation of the Master.

1.—He Claimed to be the Messiah of 
the Jews. The Old Testament is a boo 

of expectation. This expectation is not 
realized at the end of Malachi. Jesus 
claimed to be the fulfillment of the 
Messianic prophecies (Matt. 3:15; 16: 
17; Mark 14:61-62; John 4:26). 


2.—He Claimed to be the Redeemer 
of Mankind. He spoke of men as lost, 
under condemnation, and said He was 
the only way out (Luke 19:10; Mt. 20: 
28; John 31:14-15; John 14:6). 


8.—He Claimed to be the Master of 
Mankind. He called for obedience from 
men—‘Follow Me.” They did not feel 
it to be unwarranted but natural to fol- 
low and worship Him. Peter and Paul 
would not allow men to worship them. 
Jesus said “He that loveth father and 
mother more than Me, is not worthy, 
etc.” “He that loseth his life for my 
sake shall find it.” He claimed to con- 
trol lives; claimed He was the supreme 
motive in life; claimed right to alter 
the law; claimed to be King. 


4.—He Claimed to be the Judge of 
Mankind. He claimed His words 
should judge them in the last day. 
Claimed He was the Judge before 
whom all shall be gathered; that He 
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would give rewards and punishment. 
He claimed that He summed up all the 
past and would decide all the future. 


5.—He Claimed to be the Only Reve- 
lation of the Father. “No man know- 
eth the Son but the Father; neither 
knoweth any man the Father, save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever the Son will 
reveal Him.” “No man hath seen God 
at any time; the only begotten Son, he 
hath revealed (declared) Him.” 


6.—He Claimed to be the Son of God. 
At the temple His mother said “Thy 
father and I have sought thee.” Jesus 
said “Wist ye not that I must be about 
MY FATHER’S business.” He never 
said “OUR Father,” but “YOUR Fa- 
ther” and “MY Father.” (See Matt. 
3:17; 16:16-17; 26:63-64; Luke 4:16-22). 


7.—He Claimed to be God. “If you 
have seen Me you have seen the Fa- 
ther.” “The Father and I are one.” 
Claimed to forgive sins and “Who can 
forgive sin but God.” It is wonderful 
what Jesus claimed for Himself. 
Would you dare say: “I am the WAY, 
the TRUTH, and the LIFE”, “the 
DOOR,” “the RESURRECTION and 
the LIFE”? Either Jesus Christ is all 
He said He was or He is not a good 
man. There is no middle path. “What 
Think Ye of Christ?”

ERSE 16.—This confession is of the 

“utmost practical importance (1 John 
4:15; 5:1,5). It contains the fundamen- 
tal truth of the Gospel (Acts 9:20). 
Our obtaining eternal life depends up- 
on our believing it (John 20:31). Its 
denial is the supreme lie (1 John 2:22). 
Jesus declared Peter had had this great 
truth revealed to him by the Heavenly 
Father. No one can really know Jesus 
as the Son of God, unless the Spirit re- 


veals it to him (1 Cor. 2:14; 12:3). But - 


God reveals to any one who desires to 
know, and wills to do the truth (John 
7:17; 16:13-15). If we would be saved 
we must put this conviction into a con- 
fession with the mouth (Rom. 10:9-10). 


V. 18—“Upon this rock,” (Greek 
Petra) faith in which made Simon a 
Petros (piece of rock), “I will build 
My Church” (Eph. 2:20; 1 Cor. 3:11; 
Isa. 28:16), and all built upon Him, be- 
come, themselves, living stones (1 Pet. 
2:5-6,R.V.). “The gates of Hades shall 
not prevail against it.” (For extended 
treatment of this verse see my book 
“*Tife After Death’). 


V. 21—He tells them He MUST go 
to Jerusalem; MUST suffer, MUST be 
killed, MUST be raised again. There 
was an imperative necessity for these 
things (Heb. 9:22; 2 Cor. 5:21; Gal. 3: 
183; 1 Pet. 2:24; Rom. 1:4; 4:25; 5:9; 
John 14:19). 


V. 24—To deny self is not merely to 
give up this thing or that thing, which 
affords us enjoyment. To deny SELF 
is to RENOUNCE self, with its de- 
mands, interests, desires, opinions— 
even with its ALL. To “take up our 
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cross” is to go right on in the pathway 
of duty, and meet and endure the suf- 
fering and shame and persecution which 
lie therein, To compromise with the 
world in order to avoid these, is to re- 
fuse the cross, and cease to be a dis- 
ciple. To “follow Me” is to have the 
mind of Christ (Phil. 2:5-8; 1 Pet. 2: 
19-21). 
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Outlook article referred to above says 
that all Russian soldiers sing because 
they have “food in their stomachs”. 
Continuing the quotation: “Over a mil- 
lion of these sons are under arms in 
Russia today and millions are in re- 
serve.” Communism eulogizes hate 
and praises war. Moscow is not quite 
ready to launch a military drive against 
the Gentile governments and has there- 
fore confined itself to economic on- 
slaughts. But that they are preparing 
frantically for a later attack whereby 
they hope to conquer all nations, in a 
world war, all students of world affairs 
readily admit. Their particular target 
will be Christian America because the 
“Christ-haters” hate this country, 
founded as it was upon Christianity. 


An example of their attitude toward 
us may be observed in the words of 
Lunacharsky who died recently. The 
New York Herald Tribune described 
him as a well-to-do Jew. Here’s what 
he said: “We hate Christianity and 
Christians; even the best of them must 
be considered as our worst enemies. 
They preach love of another and 
mercy, which is contrary to our prin- 
ciples. Christian love is an obstacle to 
the development of the _ revolution. 
Down with the love of one’s neighbor. 
What we need is hatred. We must 
know how to hate; only thus will we 
conquer.” 

Will They Take America? 

D. Z. Manuilsky of the “Third Inter- 
nationale” said on February 9th: “The 
elements of a revolutionary crisis are 
growing everywhere. Under the ban- 
ner of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin 
we will conquer the whole world.” 


Every conceivable effort is being 
made over the radio, in the daily press, 
in public lectures, on the screen, and 
otherwise, to break down Christian op- 
position to Communism in the United 
States. I urge every Christian Reader 
to keep his mind sharp and alert so 
that he can detect Red propaganda the 
instant it appears and be quick to reg- 
ister his protest. A new magazine with 
a flashy cover, called Debate made its 
appearance on the newstands of the 
country a few days ago. A statement 
on the front assured its readers that it 
was “An impartial magazine present- 
ing all views”. An examination dis- 
closes that it presents both sides of 
some current questions but its whole 
tenor turns out to be Communistic and 
is apparently circulated for the deliber- 
ate purpose of building up Red senti- 
ment. Incidentally, the names of the 
editors appear to be Jewish. 

I predict that the Reds are going to 
meet the most defiant and terrific op- 
position in the United States that they 
have ever faced in any part of the 
world. America is not going Red. If 
this menace continues to _ increase, 
forces will be mobilized that will grind 
it to powder. If there is any doubt in 
Red minds about Christians being will- 
ing to give them combat, they are go- 


ing to be disillusioned. If Red taint 
continues to filter through the official 
circles of Washington, the voters of the 
nation will precipitate such a house 
cleaning that the members of our So- 
cialistic Brain Trust will be driven 
back to the classrooms where they be- 
long. Should the ballot fail, some Hit- 
ler would inevitably arise and do the 
job with one crushing blow. There is 
something in the soul of Christian 
America that the Russians did not 
have prior to the revolution. This 
something will assert itself when the 
crisis hour strikes. 

But a great sweeping revival would 
be much more effective for the reason 
that materialistic Communism simply 
can not germinate in soil that has been 
fertilized with spirituality. America 
has been passing through a long spir- 
itual drought; it is about time to have 
some rain. Once the dormant Christian 
energies of this nation are stirred, 
there will come a revulsion that will 
make Moscow the only safe place for 
our Red propagandists to hang out.
